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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United 
States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under 
Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kajiyama. 
Regarding claims 1, 2 and 6, Kajiyama discloses a seat weight measuring apparatus 

comprising a base 21 having an open top and configured to be fixed to a seat bracket 9 configured 
to support a load imposed on a vehicle seat 1, an arm 61 supported by the base 21 and configured to 
receive the load imposed on the vehicle seat, a load sensor 51 supported by the arm 61 to detect the 
load imposed on the vehicle seat, a U-shaped rail bracket 35 having a pair of sidewalls 37F, 37R, 
each including holes 38, and a base configured to support a seat rail 8 that movably guides the 
vehicle seat in a vehicle front-rear direction and to connect the base to the seat rail and a load 
support member 36 connected to the rail bracket 35 and configured to support a- load imposed on 
the seat rail 8, the load being heavier than a predetermined load, wherein the load support member 
35 is a belt-shaped flat member with a U-shaped center portion fixed to the rail bracket 9 by a 
stopper pin 24 that extends through both the center portion and the holes and the base 21 is 
connected under the seat rail 8 with the rail bracket 35 located therebetween (See Cols. 5 - 7, lines 
53 -66, 9 -18 and 9 -26). 
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Regarding claim 3, the arm 61 and the rail bracket 35 are connected by the stopper pin 24, 
and wherein, when the load heavier than the predetermined load is imposed on the seat rail, the arc 
portion of the load support member is brought into contact with the stopper pin to support the load 
(See Col. 6, lines 37 - 64). 

Regarding claim 4, the load heavier than the predetermined load is an upward load, and 
wherein, when the load heavier than the predetermined load is imposed on the seat rail 8, the arc 
portion of the load support member 35 moves upward relative to the stopper pin 24 into contact 
with the stopper pin to support the load (See Col. 6, lines 59- 63). 

Regarding claim 5, the seat bracket 9 is fixed to a vehicle body l(See Col. 5, lines 52 - 61). 

Response to Arguments

view of the new grounds of rejection.
